The new state tax on all cigars and 
cigarettes sold at retail in the state 
goes into effect this morning, which 
means that all smokers will have to 
add 10 per cent to the price paid 
in the past. 

The new tax will be collected by 
means of a stafe excise stamp, which 
is to be affixed to each package of 
cigarettes sold, or to the box or other 
container from which the .cigars are 
sold. The stamps will be ready for 
distribution Wednesday, it is stated, 
and in the meantime all retailers are 


asked to keep a record of their sales, 
so that they can cancel the needed 
stamps when they get them. 

In Atlanta stamps will be on sale 
t the Fourth National bank, Lowry 
Bank and Trust Company of "Georgia 
and the Atlanta National bank, and it 


is planned to make similar arrange-. 


ments with every bank in the state 
which is an authorized state deposi- 
tory.
